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Industry asks 
for restaurant

In October of 1993, when Jim 
Mahoney moved his Por-Shun, Inc. 
food service distributorship from 
Woburn to the Ballardvale-Ando- 
ver Street General Industrial dis- 
trict of Wilmington, he was left 
with one nagging question: is there 
anywhere to eat around here? 

After two years, Mahoney has 
decided to try to give his and the 
hundreds of other employees work- 
ing in the town's largest industrial 
district a lunchtime option to brown 
bagging it or, more likely, traveling 
out-of-town for their midday eats. 

Mahoney, who has lived in Wil- 
mington for eight years, is current- 
ly gathering signatures for a peti- 
tion article for the Dec. 4 Special 
Town Meeting. His proposed article 
would change the current zoning 
by-laws to allow limited service 
restaurants on land zoned General 
Industrial. 

"We just feel there is a need for 
this in General Industrial,” Maho- 
ney stated. "We think it's a great 
idea and a lot of people think it's a 
great idea." 

So far, the Wilmington Planning 
Board and Planning Director Lynn 
Duncan at least agree with the 
concept of bringing limited service 
restaurants to industrial districts. 
Mahoney met with the planning 
board and then with Duncan last 
week, 

"The reason there's a need for 
restaurants in the Ballardvale- 
Andover street area is that it is such 
a large area and there's nothing 
close by," Duncan said. “There's 
clearly a demand." 

The addition of restaurants to 
General Industrial-zoned areas will 
not only serve existing businesses, 
but also help attract new tenants, 
Mahoney reasoned. 

"We really have no services up 
here and this what employers and 
employees look for," he said. 

But the planning board was 
concerned that changing the by-laws 
could compromise the General 
Industrial districts, turning them 
from industrial areas to restaurant 
areas. 

With that in mind, the planning 
board gave Mahoney two sugges- 
tions: first, impose limits on the 
space allowed per restaurant and on 
the space allotted for restaurants in 
any one industrial district; and 
second, require a special permit to 
open a restaurant. Special permits 
are granted by the board of appeals. 

Duncan said that zoning by-law 
changes enacted in 1994 were 
designed to increase business oppor- 
tunities while also giving the town 
greater control. 

The planning board's suggestions, 
she said, would accomplish both - 
allowing restaurants in general 
industrial areas would presumably 
increase business and the special 
permit process, with accompanying 
space restrictions, would give the 
town augmented control. 

Mahoney has followed through on 
both. Though as of Tuesday he had 
not submitted the article - the 
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deadline is 5:00 p.m. on Friday, 
Oct. 13 - a draft of the proposed 
change reads as follows: 

"Limited Service Restaurant use in 
the General Industrial District shall 
be allowed by special permit subject 
to the following minimum special 
permit criteria. 

"(a) The maximum gross floor 
area used ... shall not exceed 2,500 
sq. ft. on any one lot. 

"(b) In any one continuous district 
zoned General Industrial, the total 
maximum gross floor area used . 
shall not exceed 7,500 sq. ft. as a 
total for all lots in such district." 

Mahoney said he has a proposed 
tenant in place to lease a 2,300 
square foot unit within his building, 
located on Upton Drive, off Ando- 
ver Street. 

Despite receiving proposals from 


various national restaurant chains, 
Mahoney said that if the zoning 
by-laws are changed, he will lease 
the space to an independent 
businessperson who will sell basic 
breakfast and lunch items with 
takeout and eat-in service. 

"We were approached by some 
national chains,” he said, "and I 
didn’t want to do that. 

He said the restaurant, which will 
seat approximately 60 patrons, will 
be "strictly for the business people 
during the day” and will likely close 
by 3:00 p.m 

If Mahoney gathers the 100 
signatures required to place an 
article on a Special Town Meeting 
warrant, his proposal would then be 
reviewed by the finance committee 
and the planning board at their joint 
mecting, scheduled for Nov. 7 at 
7:00 p.m. at the Town Hall

FORGET THE 
GARAGE SALE 

So you've cleaned out the 
basement and the attic and found 
lots of stuff you don't need, so 
you're planning a garage sale to 
turn it into cash, Forget the 
garage sale; there's a better way. 
Instead of selling your used 
clothing and household items at 
giveaway prices, give them away 
to a charity and get more. 

The charity makes use of your 
belongings and you get a tax 
deduction, if you do it right. 

That means you must document 
your deduction with a detailed list 
of donated items and get a receipt 
for the gift. If the total value is 
more than $250, you'll need a 
written acknowledgement from 
the -charity including a 
description. 

The law also requires a 
reasonable valuation for donated 
property. Household goods can 

. generally be deducted at 20 to 35 
percent of original cost, 
depending on condition and age. 
To avoid tax challenges later, get 
an independent appraisal for 
donated items such as art work or 
antiques with a value of $5,000 or 
more.

Instructors” in the Business 
Information Services program at 
Shawsheen Tech spent 54 hours 
each this summer learning the

Benefits to students will be great, 
she believes.

Tewksbury Lions Club celebrates

its 40th anniversary this year, but 
the group is part of a much larger, 
much older organization. 

The Lions Club began from an 
earlier group, the Business Circle 
of Chicago, a local business club 
founded by Melvin Jones. At a 1917 
organizational meeting held at the 
LaSalle Hotel in Chicago, the Circle 
adopted the name of one of the 
member clubs -- the Association of 
Lions Club, and a seed was planted. 

Three years later, in 1920, a club 
was started in Canada, making the 
Lions Clubs truly international. 
From that humble beginning came 
the worldwide organization known 
today as Lions Clubs International. 

Lions Clubs are now found in 180 
countries, with nearly 1.4 million 
members. Lions who visit other 
countries are welcome at meetings 
in nearly every corner of the globe. 

A watershed event in the history 
of Lions Clubs came in 1925, at the 
group’s international convention in 
Cedar Point, Ohio, Guest speaker 
Helen Keller challenged the Lions 
to become "knights of the blind in 
the crusade against darkness," and 
the Lions accepted her call. 

Today, Lions Clubs International 
is known worldwide for their fund- 
raising and efforts on behalf of eye 
research and treatment. Lions Club 
District 33-N, which includes the 
Tewksbury club, consistently leads 
the rest of the state in donations to 
the Massachusetts Lions Eye 
Research Foundation, Inc. 

Some of the most important eye 
ailment treatments now in use can 
be traced back to research funded 
by Lions Clubs International, such 
as la uract surgery, Locally, 
Lions Clubs collect used eyeglasses 
for worldwide distribution, offer 
free eye treatments in many cases, 
and the Lions Club Eye Screening 
van is a common sight at outdoor 
events ' 

Matters of the eye are not all that 
Lions Clubs support. Tewksbury's 
club made sizeable donations to the 
Officer B,R.A.D. robot, and to the 
fire chief's drive to raise funds for 
defibrillator machines. 

The Tewksbury Lions Club meets

A meeting involves a fellowship 
hour, followed by a meal catered 
by Sona's Catering of Tewksbury, a 
guest speaker, and the antics of the 
Tail Twister, whose task is to keep 
a meeting from becoming dull. 

The Tail Twister has permission 
to collect fines, for any reason that 
can be dreamed up. At any point in 
the meeting, the sound of a whistle 
means the Tail Twister has found a 
new victim, and the assembly turns 
to enjoy the show. Arriving late to 
a meeting, or talking aloud while 
the Tail Twister is making his 
rounds, are almost certain to draw 
fines. Luckily, fines are not large. 
Dan Linehan is the Tewksbury 
club's Tail Twister this year. 

Frank Criscitello is the current 
president of the Tewksbury Lions 
Club, but presidents and other top 
officers only serve for one year. 
Other club duties belong to the 
secretary, the vice presidents, the 
treasurer, the bulletin editor and a 
list of other posts. All serving in 
club offices are volunteers, 

One tradition among Lions Clubs 
is that of larceny. When two clubs 
meet, it is nearly certain that one 
club will at least attempt to steal the 
other club's banner or bell. A club 
officer known as the Lion Tamer is 
charged with maintaining the club's 
property, but the lions being tamed 
most often belong to other clubs. 

Stolen items are ransomed back to 
their owners, all in good fun, with 
the funds donated to a worthwhile 
charity. Legends have arisen over 
the elaborate efforts made to steal 
another club's banner or bell, such 
as hiding the booty in the ceiling or 
wearing bulky clothes for the sole 
purpose of hiding the loot.

What shocks me the most is that 
these people that I have just des- 
cribed have the gall to complain that 
there is no school spirit for the 
team. I wonder why? Let's start 
with a recent example. 

Supposedly, during the first 
couple weeks of school, the football 
team decided that it would be 
intelligent to egg their own field 
hockey tcam. I can't justify this 
mentality with any logical reason. 
The only thing that I can come up 
with is that they were self-conscious 
that the field hockey team has 
always had a better record than they 
have and that these girls could out- 
run them even on their worst day.

Intelligence and 
morality are just shining through 
you, lady. 

If the community would sit back 
and look at all the pieces, they 
would realize that the only people 
who can determine a football game 
are its players. 

All the MVC giants, like Central 
and Chelmsford, have post-season 
weight lifting schedules, attend non- 
scholastic football camps together, 
or join the track team to maintain 
their stamina. They work very hard 
to maintain their record and images.

Most homeowners don't even con- 
sider the issue of attic ventilation unul 
problems arise. 

“It's unfortunate because installing 
an effective attic ventilation system is 
really quite easy to do,” said Marianne 
Horvat, director of marketing, 
CertainTeed Ventilation, Dallas, a lead- 
ing manufacturer of home ventilation 
products.

You're in the process of getung all the tools

Having the right ladder for the job is 
the key to safely completing your task 
Using the wrong ladder is extremely 
hazardous. When you choose the wrong 
ladder or use.it improperly, the result 
may be seriouy injury or death 

So while you're standing in the aisle 
looking at all the choices you have, ask 
yourself these questions 
* Will the ladder be used indoors, out- 

doors, or both? 

What's the highest level you'll need 

to reach? 

What tasks will you be doing on the 

ladder? 

Including your tools and material, how 

much weight will be on the ladder? 

Is there even a remote chance that the 

ladder will come*into contact with 

electricity or electrical wires? 
Style 

If you'll be using the ladder indoors only, 
a step stool, a stepladder, a platform or a 
multi-purpose ladder (one which folds into 
several positions) js usually recommended. 
Ifthe ladder will be used outside only, a taller 
stepladder, a multi-purpose ladder, or an ex- 
tension ladder will be more appropriate. 


Size 

Selecting the correct size ladder is 
based on the highest level you'll need to 
reach. One of the more common (and 
more dangerous) mistakes is using a lad- 
der that is either too long or too short 
for the task at hand. For example, many 
homeowners purchase extension lad- 
ccning ie pate png ou 
cl the gutters of ‘out-

Extension ladders should be 7 to 10 feet 
longer than the highest support or contact 
point, which may be the wall or roof line 
For a one story home, a 20' or a 24’ exten. 
sion ladder is normally best. This will allow 
enough length for proper set-up, overlap of 
ladder sections, height restrictions of 
the highest standing level, and where 
appropriate, the extension of the ladder 
above the roof line. The highest stand- 
ing level is four rungs down from the 
top. Never stand on the ladder above the sup: 
port points or roof line. For two-story homes, 
28' or 32’ models ure usually reauired de

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Rocco calls for change in liquor rules

The man largely responsible for 
bringing alcohol sales back into the 
Town of Wilmington in 1972 after a 
26-year "dry-spell" was back before 
the board of selectmen Tuesday 
night in an effort to reinstate bar 
service in town, 

The board voted unanimously to 
table a request from local restaura- 
teur Rocco DePasquale - whose 
family has operated Rocco's 
Restaurant, on Main Street, since 
1940 - to change two provisions of 
the town's restaurant liquor license 
regulations. Rocco asked that 
provisions two and six of the rules 
and regulations, drafted in 1972 by 
selectmen, be stricken. 

Provision two states that "No 
person shall be served from a 
bar..." and provision six calls for a 
restaurant serving alcohol to 
"...offer by published menu and 
make available ... not less than three 
main dinners consisting of entrees 
prepared from a choice of fish or 
unground meat but excluding sand- 
wiches or other fast foods, so-cal- 
led." 

Rocco told the board he wishes to 
offer bar service similar to that 
found in chain pub restaurants such 
as 99 and Applebee's. 

He said the current regulations 
hinder the larger restaurants in 
town, including Stelio's and Royal 
Dynasty, because they "restrict the 
segment of the population that we 
should be focusing on" - namely the 
prospective customers who want to 
sit at a bar, have a drink and order a 
sandwich or appetizers. 

Rocco said many would-be pa- 
trons enter Rocco's Restaurant in- 
tending to do just that, only to leave 
when offered a table and full wait- 
ress service as their only alterna- 
tive. 


Rocco's second suggestion, the 
elimination of the “three main 
dinners" provision, was made, he 
said, because “eating habits have 
changed. 

"To be forced to have a full menu 
available after 9:00 is an additional 
burden and expense,” he said, 
adding that his patrons generally do 
not order full meals that late at 
night. Rocco pointed to the popula- 
rity of what he called "grazing 
foods" - appetizers such as mozza- 
rella sticks and nachos as well as 
sandwiches. 

With Selectman Robert Cain ab- 
sent Monday night, Rocco's requests 
were supported only by Selectman 
Jim Rooney. 

“If [changing the regulations is} 
what it takes for you to stay in 
business," he told Rocco, "I think 
we should give you your due atten- 
tion.” 

But Selectman Michael McCoy 
said he didn't think the board had 
the authority to change the liquor 
rules and regulations, adding that 
"personally, I am against having 
bars opening up in Wilmington. 

"We're going to put essentially 
bars in restaurants," he said. "I 
don't think that's the right thing for 
a family atmosphere.... You're 
going to have a bar, that's what it's 
going to be.” 

Selectman Dan Wandell voiced 
similar concerns. 

"I'm afraid that this could have an 
adverse impact on the quality of life 
in Wilmington," he said. 

Wandell said that he believes the 
board could change the rules but 
that he would want two steps in 
place before any action was taken: a 
public hearing and a non-binding, 
town-wide ballot referendum 

Allan gave an enthusiastic nod to 
the public hearing suggestion before

directing Town Manager Michael 
Caira to solicit a report from Town 
Counsel Alan Altman as to whether 
or not the board could change the 
regulations without public input. 

"Get some public input,” Allan 
stated. "That's my strongest point.” 

For his part, Rocco said he didn't 
object to a public hearing, but called 
ita "copout" by the board. Rocco 
said Wednesday that the board knew 
of his request as early as three 
weeks ago and had plenty of time to 
determine whether or not it could 
act to change the regulations. 

He also directed a comment to 
McCoy and Wandell, who sit next to 
each other on the board: "I can take 
personal affronts to the comments 
made on this side of the board,” he 
said. “I think [Rocco's Restaurant 
has] earned the respect of the people 
of Wilmington." 

Rooney added that the current 
liquor regulations are probably 
causing large chain restaurants to 
locate in places other than Wilming- 
ton. 

"Why can't these places come to 
Wilmington? Unless we do some- 
thing like [change the regulations], 
they won't come here, they can't 
come here," Rooney said. 

Allan ended the discussion by 
stating "I think we need to get some 
answers," and the board voted 4-0 
to table the matter pending receipt 
of those answers. No indication was 
given as to if or when the matter 
would be taken up again by the 
board. ‘ 

Wilmington gained notoriety in 
the 1930's and 40's for its raucous 
bar scene, which included the now 
infamous Black Cat saloon. 

“When I was in the Navy," Wan- 
dell said during the mecting, 


body had ever heard of Wilming- 
ton, but everybody knew about the 
Black Cat.” 

In 1946 a majority of townspeople 
voted to make the town "dry," bar- 
ring alcohol sales. 

In 1970, Rocco said, he petitioned 
the town to rescind the ban but lost 
an Annual Town Meeting vote by a 
narrow margin. In 1972, then State 
Rep. Fred Cain filed legislation that 
was voted on and passed as a state- 
wide ballot referendum. That bill 
allowed alcohol to be sold in towns 
in the state. Shortly thereafter, 
selectmen drafted the rules and 
regulations mentioned earlier, with 
safeguards to prevent the atmos- 
phere found in the ‘30's and ‘40's. 

But Rocco feels those concerns are 
outdated. 

"It cannot ever be the way it was," 
he said. 

Rocco said he waited the 23 years 
to challenge the regulations prohi- 
biting bar service because at first he 
was just happy to have won alcohol 
sales back. Then, in 1979 he began 
his first of three consecutive terms 
as selectmen and, to avoid conflict, 
he said, did not participate in any 
licensing issues. 

He said enough time has passed 
since he was a public official and he 
is losing enough business to restau- 
rants with full bar service in neigh- 
boring municipalities like Woburn 
and Tewksbury that now seemed 
like the best time to try to change 
the 1972 regulations. 

Rocco said that if he did not get a 
favorable ruling from the board of 
selectumen, he would likely appeal to 
the state Alcoholic Beverages Con- 
trol Commission and then take his 
case to Superior Court.

Wilmington to collect grass 
and leaves at curbside 


The Town of Wilmington will be 
collecting leaves and grass at the 
curbside during the weeks of 
October 30, November 6, 
November 12, November 20 and 
November 27. 

Residents should place their 
biodegradable paper leaf bags at the 
curb on the day of your regular 
trash collection. Allied Cartage, 
Inc., the town's solid waste and 
recycling collection contractor, will 
collect the leaves and grass 
clippings. They will be taken to the 
town's recycling drop-off center 
for composting. Leaves and grass 
bagged in plastic bags will not be 
collected at the curb. Only leaves 
and grass in biodegradable paper 
bags will be picked up by the 
contractor. Biodegradable paper 
bags will reduce the amount of time 
required to prepare the leaf and 
grass material for composting. 

Residents may also take leaves and 
grass to the recycling drop-off 
center on Old Main Street in south 
Wilmington. The area is open 
Monday through Thursday from 8 
a.m. to 2:30 p.m, and Friday 
through Sunday from sunrise to 
sunset. Residents who take lawn 
material in plastic bags must empty 
the material in the designated area at 
the drop-off center and keep the 
plastic bags.

Not ready for fall clean up yet? , 


a

No killing frost has touched our 
gardens yet...but one is surely soon 
to come. The drought is abated (and 
hopefully over). The winter birds 
are returning and the songs of 
summer are headed south. Is there 
anything left to do besides garden 
cleanup? There sure is!...Fall is the 
time to enjoy the last of summer's 
harvest, put up the last tomatoes and 
to plant next year's crop of garlic 
and shallots. Also, now that our 
lawns are rejuvenated by the recent 
rain, an application of balanced 
fertilizer now will save you time in 
the spring. 

This week I will harvest the last of 
the basil and parsley. I preserve 
their summer fresh flavor by 
freezing. I simply place the washed 
leaves in a food processor, with a 
touch of oil and lemon juice, and 
chop. The coarsely chopped leaf 
paste is then poured into ice cube 
trays and frozen. I store the frozen 
herbs in zip lock bags and enjoy 
them in recipes all winter long. 

The basil and parsley will be 
replaced in the garden with garlic 
and shallots, These are available in 
garden centers now, but you can 
also use grocery bought cloves as 
well. Separate the clusters and plant 
each clove about two inches deep

The construction of a bridge is not 
always easy. Witness the events 
which are occurring, in the 
construction of a new bridge for 
Burlington Avenue, in what is 
termed Wilmington Square. 

When the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad was constructed a bridge 
was built, over the tracks. The 
directors of the railroad wanted no 
accidents. They ordered bridge 
crossings at practically every place 
along their tracks where there was a 
road. 

The year was 1836. The bridge 
over the railroad lasted until about 
1900, when a new bridge had to be 
built. The engines, and the cars on 
that railroad were getting bigger. 

A man named J. Frank Crockett 
settled in Wilmington, near that new 
bridge. He was probably a New 
Hampshire man, and Wilmington 
was just about half way between 
Lowell and Boston. Capt. 
MacIntosh was -handy, in 
Wilmington, if ever there was 
trouble on the railroad with a 
locomotive. 

Frank Crockett constructed a 
home right near the Middlesex 
Canal. Today Floradale Avenue is 
there, and Crockeit's home faced on 
that street. In fact he constructed it 
where the old Diamond Crystal Salt 
Company made a parking lot. 

George S. Crockett, a nephew, 
came down from New Hampshire, 
too. So did a lady, his sister, named 
Almira J. Carley. Almira had two 
homes constructed on Burlington 
Avenue, just westerly of Floradale 
Avenue. They are still there, the 
first two homes one sees after 
passing Floradale Avenue. 

George S. Crockett married Julia 
MacIntosh, the daughter of Capt. 
George MacIntosh. Capt. MacIntosh 
was from Maine, and had 
commanded sailing ships before the 
Civil War, and he had established a 
Stevedoring business in New 
Orleans before that war started. 

Julia had six brothers, and. one of 
them was named Schamiel. 

During the Civil War Capt. 
MacIntosh lost the stevedoring 
business which he operated. It was 
one of the disasters of that period. 

Mary Ann made her way to 
Wilmington during the latter part of 
the Civil War, going up the 
Mississippi River on a steamboat 
with her children, and then across 
country to Wilmington. Capt 
MacIntosh came up after the war 


was over. He had property in 
Wilmington, a substantial farm on 
Main Street, almost down to Butters 
Row. 

In time Capt. MacIntosh became a 
section foreman for the Boston & 
Lowell Railroad. He was a stalwart 
man, who understood the value of 
working. 

Some persons may remember 
Mrs. Stanley Webber, for many 
years a teacher in Wilmington High 
School - the old red building on 
Middlesex Avenue. She was a 
daughter of George Crockett and 
Julia MacIntosh, and was better 
known as George M.A.M. Webber. 

The letters M.A.M. came from 
her grandmother, Mary Ann 
MacIntosh, the plucky lady who 
made her’ way to Wilmington 
during the Civil War. This writer 
never saw her, but she did live until 
about 1923. 

Her son Schamiel became a 
blacksmith and established a shop on 
what is now Church Sweet. He also 
had several other buildings, all of 
which burned down during the 
early 1900s. 

Schamiel built another building, 
along Church Street, and it became 
a hardware store, one that was 
burned down about three years ago. 
One of the events of the 1920s and 
later, with Schamiel, was to go into 
his store and talk with him. By that 
time he was partly deaf. What say? 

Schamiel bought land along 
Burlington Avenue. Included was a 
small hill, on the west side, where 
Webber Suet is toda 

That, it turned out, was the place 
in Wilmington where gold was 
discovered! 

About 1880 there was a man living 
in the Crockett house who was 
named Parsons. Where he came 
from no one knows. He stayed in 
Wilmington about six months, and 
then disappeared. 

But, one morning there was a big 
headline in the Boston Globe. 

‘Gold in Wilmington!" 

As could be expected many 
persons came out from Boston to 
see for themselves. It wasn't exactly 
a gold rush, but the people did 
come. 

Parsons was in Wilmington, all 
ready to sell stock in his gold 
company. There were holes,ip the 
ground, from which he dug gold. 
He held the gold in his hand, and 
there was no doubt about it. 

Whether or not Parsons sold any 
stock in his mine is not known. He

did not hang around very long. 

But Parsons had some gold, gold 
dust from California. He had put 
that gold in a shotgun and fired that 
shotgun into the hill which Schamiel 
owned. That was the story. Did 
anyone make any money? 

Anyway, it was soon time to build 
a new bridge over the railroad. The 
one constructed in 1836 was too 
small. 

A contractor built a new bridge, 
and he hired Herb Barrows to get 
the fill. Herb owned a big farm 
which is now Textron, and he had 
several very fine horses, to haul 
dump wagons. 

Herb hauled the fill from 
Schamiel's hill and he hauled it to 
the construction site, with his 
horses. It took several months. 

The new bridge was higher than 
the one which it replaced.

Classy Cleaners

Walter L. Hale. Seventy-five years 
ago, in Wilmington,it was a name 
which, it seemed,would last 
forever. Walter lived in a house-he 
had constructed about 20 years 
previously. Today that house is 
known as the Yentile Farm on Cross 
Street. Walter - he died in Florida, 
some time about 1950. 

Walter was an important and well 
known person in Wilmington in the 
days before and after World War I. 

He owned an ice house on the 
beach at Silver Lake. He sold ice all 
around Wilmington and a goodly 
part of Tewksbury. 

The drivers of those ice wagons 
were good tempered individuals 
who showed up every morning 
except Sunday and engaged in good 
natured banter, as they loaded their 
ice wagons for the day. Then they 
left on their accustomed routes. 

There were square yellow cards 
which had been given to the 
householders of Wilmington and 
south Tewksbury. A glance at that 
card, in the windows of the homes, 
as they were passed,would tell the 
driver the size of ice cube which 
was needed for the ice box,or 
maybe, if no ice was needed at all. 

The driver would cut a piece of ice 
taken from Silver Lake, into the 
appropriate size and carry it into the 
house, his clothing protected by a 
small rubber cloth. He would collect 
the 15 or 25 cents and go on to the 
next door.Probably he would be 
whistling as he worked. It was a sort 
of merry business. 

As far as those drivers knew, 
their's was a business which would 
last forever. No one dreamed that, 
after a dozen years or so there than 
would be electric powered ice boxes 
which never would need any ice 
cubes. 

Those drivers would laugh and 
whistle as they loaded their ice 
carts, They addressed Walter as 
"Deacon." 


Wilmington's valuation of the ice 
house was $1700, which was a lot of 
money in those days before the war 
started which became known as 
World War I. 

The ice house stood near Silver 
Lake at the approximate end of Glen 
Road. There was a ditch which had 
been dug two centuries before to 
provide power for a mill on Glen 


Road, on Lubbers Brook. That ditch 
was the end of Walter's property. 

He paid the men who worked in 
the ice house, sliding out the icy 
cakes, a small amount of money, 25 
cents an hour. But it was good 
money in those days. 

The work in the winter was 
different. 

About the 10th of January, 
Walter, Petar and Christian Neilson 
would go out on the ice on Sunday 
with a couple of hired men, to test 
the ice. They would chop away, and 
generally find that the ice was thick 
enough to cut. 

They were watched from the 
shore by the farmer's boys, who had 
little to do in the winter. When those 
boys learned that the ice was thick 
enough to cut, they would go home, 
prepared to be on the ice at about 7 
a.m. on Monday. Their pay, they 
knew,would be 25 cents an hour. 

Early Monday morning the men 
who cut the ice would be busy. They 
cut a "pond" square, from which 
could be floated, piece by piece to 
the loading rack near the ice house. 
Peter Neilson would be there - the 
"Boss of the Pond,” and Christian 
Neilson would be at the end of the 
area to which the ice cubes were 
floated. He loaded the cubes into a 
loading elevator, which would take 
the ice "uphill" to the ice house. 
There other men would steer the 
pieces into the place where they 
would wait for summer. Peter and 
Christian each received 50 cents an 
hour. 

The ice houses were huge "boxes" 
of houses, with a lot of sawdust in

There was one unfortunate person 
who always got there, but many 
persons said he should not be 
allowed on the ice. His name was 
"Tony." 

He was not of Italian derivation. 
As a young man of about three or 
four he had drank some lye from a 
can his mother was using as she 
scrubbed the kitchen floor. 

Tony was unable to talk. He was 
not in good condition. The other 
boys would tease him, all day long. 
They would get Tony on an ice raft 
and push it out onto the pond. "Le’ 
me offa here!" Tony would 
implore. 

Peter Neilson would succeed, after 
a while and Tony would be sent 
home.

"Don't call me that!" Walter 
would say. "I'm not the Deacon of 
the Church. I'm only a trustee!" 

He was referring to the 
Wilmington Methodist Church 
where he would be seen every 
Sunday. 

Walter had bought the ice house a 
few years previously from Fred F. 
Eames. Fred had business of selling 
coal, from a site by the railroad in 
North Wilmington, and ice from 
that ice house on Silver Lake. 


the sides of the building. This writer 
never saw an ice house from the 
inside. 

Did those squares freeze together, 
during the rest of the winter? How 
did Walter's employees loosen 
them, in the summer? This writer 
never knew. 

The young men, as they worked 
on the ice, would tend to "skylark." 
They never pushed each other into 
the water, but they were always 
making gestures which tended to do 
that.

There were three times in a dozen 
years or so in which the ice houses 
of Walter Hale burned down, Each 
was, in a sense, a catastrophe. 

The third time the fires were set 
by an eight year old boy who lived 
on Grove Avenue. He was always 
playing with matches. The writer's 
youngest sister remarked more than 
once about it. 

The writer was in North Reading 
one beautiful day, riding in his 
father's truck. An immense cloud of 
smoke could be seen - five miles 
away! 

It was Walter's ice houses. That 
litle boy had set the fire. They were 
destroyed. 

Pop Neilson loaned Walter a 
couple of thousand, and he rebuilt 
the ice houses. Pop always had good 
money in the summer, because of 
the many summer boarders at the 
Elms 

Walter filled those ice boxes on| 
schedule the next winter. 

Walter Hale, it can be reported, 
was sometimes elected to public 
office in Wilmington, and did 
business with the town. 

In 1918 he is recorded as having 
sold coal to Wilmington, 
presumably for the heating of 
schools. The bill for the year was 


$1102.38. 

In 1918 he was elected to the 
office of tax collector. In 1926 he 
was elected a selectman. Those 
things didn't just didn't happen, not 
in Wilmington.

How did the name Adams become 
applied to a street which stretches 
easterly from Middlesex Avenue, 
and which ends at Parker Street, in 
Wilmington? 

The corner of Middlesex Avenue 
and Adams Street reaches back a bit, 
into Wilmington history. A house 
was constructed there, about 1848, 
to be the home of Mr. and™Mrs. 
Cyrus Adams. She was the great 
granddaughter of the Rev. Isaac 
Morrill, he who was the first 
minister of the Congregational 
Church in Wilmington. 

The marriage of Susan M. Morrill 
and Cyrus Adams was on April 6, 
1848. Two children were bom to 
that couple, Milton Fay Adams, 
Sept. 6, 1849 and Jasper Morrill 


Adams, August 27, 1853. After that 
the family disappears from the 
pages of Wilmington history. 

Maybe they went to California to 
hunt gold! 

Many years later the Catholic Club 
of Wilmington had a building on 
that site. It was a lively 
organization. 

After that the American Legion 
had its club house there. Now the 
Legion is located off Lowell Street, 
and recently it sought, through the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals to 
divide the lot, so that the Post could 
sell two house lots. 

The Board of Appeals could not 
grant that. 

Anyway, gentle readers, you now 
know how Adams Street got its 
name.

As if it isn't difficult enough to be 
battling for a position on a varsity 
athletic team, how about battling for 
the same position with a sibling? 

Jill Lojek, a junior at Wilmington 
High School, had to go toe to toe 
against her younger sister, Amanda, 
a freshman, at the start of the fall 
season to be defenders for the girls 
soccer team. 

The days of collecting Barbie dolls 
together and the days of Amanda 
chasing Jill around with worms 
were over. It was time to compete. 
And they both won. 

Both girls made the team and 
neither of them bounced the other 
one off. Everything from that point 
on was a piece of cake. 

"It was weird at first, but I'm 
really glad that we are on the same 
team," said Jill, the 16-year-old 
three-sport athlete. 

"We play the same styles,” Jill 
continued. "I know her capabilities 
and she knows mine. We both need 
to work on the same things. But, I 
like having her on the team. When | 
go out for a substitute, she goes in 
and I know the job is going to be 
done right." 

Amanada, on the other hand, 
thought that Jill would get her back 
for the worm chasing days, by 
treating her little sister as one of the 
"freshman" on the team. 

"I thought that she would be mean 
to me - but she's not. I know when 
she is yelling at me it's not 
personally because she is trying to 
help me become a better player. It's 
not as bad as I thought it would be," 
said the 14-year-old who plays just 
soccer. 

Jill said that her younger sister 
should be happy with the way she 
has been treated. 

"She should be happy,” laughed 
Jill. "It's frustrating because every- 
one is always yelling and trying to 
help everyone else out. When I yell 
at her, I'm not trying to pick on her, 
I'm just getting my point across.” 

Head! coach Sue Hendee really 
likes the effort she gets from both of 
her defenders. 

"Jill is by far the most improved 
player from last year's team. Both 
of them have the same work ethic - 
they both work very, very hard, 
they both are not intimidated by 
anyone and both of them step-up 
into the play whenever it is needed. 
They both work very hard and it 
shows." 

Jill spent some time with the team 
the past two years when the soccer 
teams went to the state tournament. 
She also was a part of the 1994 
Division II State Softball Cham- 
pionship team. From there, she 


realizes that it takes more than one 
or two superstars to make a team go 
places. 

"The two sports [softball and 
soccer] are a lot different. In 
softball you can be struggling with 
the bat, but play well in the field and 
in soccer it's more of a team effort 
than an individual one because you 
must regain possession of the ball 


and control it," Jill said. "Softball 
you can have a great pitcher and one 
or two other good players and win it 
all. You have to have an entire 
soccer team playing well in order 
for the team to win." 

That analysis is most certainly 
true. And at the start of the season, 
the girls soccer team was not 
playing that well as a team, but 
individually, a lot of players were 
playing very well, including both 
Jill and Amanda. As of late, the 
entire team has taken in Jill's 
thoughts and has played much 
better. 

"I don't know why we are playing 
better, but we are. Masco was 
supposed to kill us and we only lost 
2-0 and everyone played awesome. 
Elaine [Bruno, Wilmington's 
goalie] has been playing great. She 
continues to get better and better. If 
we can continue to play as a team 
than we will have a lot more wins," 
Jill said. 

Amanda, though, admitted that she 
didn't think she was going to make 


the varsity team during tryouts. 

“T thought if I made it, it would be 
as a forward. | didn’t think I would 
make it as a freshman," Amanda 
said. 

Both of them admitted that they 
enjoy playing defense because it 
leaves just them and their goalie. 
And much like co-captain Nicole 
Dussault admitted a few weeks ago, 
defenders like that kind of pressure. 

"Defense is the backbone of any 
team. It’s the last line before the 
player gets to the goalie and I really 
like knowing that I have to stop the 
on-coming player so everything is 
not left up to my goalie, Jill said. "I 
know if I do my job, than the 
pressure is off the goalie, but if I 
don't do my job, my goalie and my 
team is in trouble.” 

Ever since the Lojek family 
moved to Wilmington when Jill and 
Amanda were six and four 
respectively, the two sisters and 
their younger brother, Chucky, 
have been very close. Jill said that 
when they first moved, they were 
the lone children in the neighbor- 
hood and that has kept the three of 
them together. That is obvious on 
the playing fields. 

"We are like normal sisters. We 
get along but we have our fights. 
We're not like the Bobsey Twins or 
the Brady Bunch. We have fun - 
especially with Chucky, we wrestle 
with him.

Football team gets first victory

In order for a football team to win 
a game, they must mix several 
ingredients into a bowl: a passing 
game, a running game and a defense 
that can hold the opposition. 

For the first time in a while, the 
Wilmington High School varsity 
football team found the perfect 
amount of all three ingredients and 
more. What they ended up with was 
their first ever Cape Ann League 
win, a 24-0 shutout over North 
Reading on a wet and damp Alumni 
Field in Wilmington Saturday 
afternoon. 

The first ingredient, the passing 
game, was the best it has been in the 
past several years. Quarterback Tim 
Gillis completed 6-11 passes for 114 


yards, with one touchdown pass and 
one interception. 

His biggest completion came on a 
third-and-18 play from the North 
Reading 36-yard line with 
Wilmington up just 6-0 and two 
minutes and change left in the first 
half. Gillis went long looking for 
Billy Harrison and found him open 
a few yards in front of the end zone. 
Harrison caught the ball, turned and 
dove over the goal line to put his 
team up 12-0. 

All but one of Gillis' passes were 
big gains. Case in point, he first hit 
Brian Carroll for nine yards, Sean 
Kerrigan for eight yards, Harrison 
for 36 and the TD, Harrison again 
for 18 and Kerrigan for 43. 

The second ingredient was the 
running game. And boy, did 


Wilmington ever have a running 
game. On 40 total carries, the team 
pounded out a total of 265 yards, 
which included a whopping 157 
from Harrison on 24 carries, All in 
all, the junior tailback finished the 
day with 211 total yards and all 
three Wildcat touchdowns 

Also chipping in was Kerrigan 
with 32 yards on six carries; 
freshman Mike Gennetti, who had 
31 yards on six carries; Tim Gillis, 
who gained 19 yards on two carries 
and Rich Gillis, who turned in a 
9-yard run. 

The final main ingredient was the 
defense. North Reading gained just 
90 total yards throughout the entire 
day. Forty-eight of those 90 came in 
the second half with 29 coming in 
the final minute.

Stop me if I'm wrong, but does 
the Bible not say, in Genesis, that 
God gave us "dominion" over all 
other living things on this mudball 
we call home? Birds, mammals ... 
take your pick. We "own" them, by 
divine writ. 

Barring a rewrite of evolution, a 
realignment of the millions of years 
of development that brought us to 
where we are today, most humans 
include meat in their diets. Oh, the 
meat-free crowd is large, and even 
growing, and I have an old hunting 
buddy who has limited the intake of 
mammals in his diet. Bird and fish 
are fine, but he won't order prime 
rib if there's haddock on the menu. 
Fine. That's his choice. 

But to agitate against the killing 
of all animals, in my mind, is silly. 
We will never, ever have the sort of 
“enlightened” world, with no death 
or dying or pain for animals, that 
these people seem to want. As the 
Journal story rightly points out, a 
fish suffers in the jaws of a shark, 
but you don't sée PETA picketing 
Great Whites on Australia's barrier 
reef, do you? 

My one recurring thought when I 
read about animal-rights activists is 
that these folks have too much time 
on their hands. WAY too much 
time on their hands. 

Animals die, people eat them, and 
the world goes on as it always has.

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Plan ahead 


It's bulb time! 


Traditionally considered a 
time for raking leaves, carving 
pumpkins, hay rides, and foot- 
ball games, autumn is also the 
best time for planting spring- 
flowering bulbs.
